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Instruments of Power 


By James O. CAMPBELL 


1. AARON’S ROD 

We remember that while Moses was 
keeping the flock of Jethro, his father- 
in-law, that the Lord appeared unto him 
in the burning bush. 

The conversation goes on until the 
Lord asked, ‘What is in thine hand?” 
“Why, it’s a rod!” “Cast it from thee!” 
When Moses cast the rod to the ground 
it became a serpent. We find that later 
Aaron became Moses’ prophet and then 
his rod became the instrument of power. 
We see them as they go before Pharaoh, 
saying, ‘Thus saith the Lord of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go.” Pharaoh 
says, “Who is the Lord that I should 
obey him? Show m:2 a sign.” Then Aaron 
throws down his rod and it becomes a 
serpent. 

Of course Satan’s crowd tries to imi- 
tate this but Aaron’s rod swallows up 
their rods. The true instrument of power 
always swailows up every imitetion that 
Satan can produce. Thank the Lord. We 
f.nd that Pharaoh refuses to let Israel go. 
Then Moses stretches forth his rod over 
the rivers and streams and they become 
blood. The fish die and the land stinks. 
Pharaoh’s heart is still hardened and he 
refuses to let Israel go. Then Moses 
stretches forth the instrument of power 
over the river again and up come the 
frogs. They even get into the bread trays. 
We find that Pharaoh refuses to let Is- 
rael go again. Then Moses strikes the dust 
of the land with his rod and it brings 
forth lice upon both man and beast. The 
magicians try this but fail. They have to 
admit this is the finger of God. 

Plague after plague until Israel is 
finally let go. Now they come to the Red 
Sea. What are they going to do? Pha- 
raoh’s host is behind them, the Red Sea 
before them. “Have you forgotten, 
Moses? Stretch forth your rod over the 
sea.”” When he does the sea is divided and 
Israel goes across on dry land. They are 
on the other side of the sea but the 
Egyptians are still pursuing right through 
the sea. “What are you going to do now, 
Moses?” “I’m going to use the instrument 
of power.” He stretches forth the rod 
and the sea returns to its strengt» and the 
Egyptians are drowned. 

Now they come to Horeb where no 
water is found. Hear their thirsty cry, 
“What shall we do for water?” Then 
Moses strikes the rock with the instru- 
ment of power and out comes the water. 


2. THE ARK ‘OF THE COVENANT 


Another instrument of power is the 
ark of the covenant.’ We see it as it is 


borne by the priests across Jordon and as 
soon as their feet touch the water the 
river is divided, in the season when the 
river overflowed its banks. 

Next we see Israel as they march 
around Jericho bearing the ark. When 
their journey is complete they shout with 
a great shout and the walls fall flat. Then 
they take the city. 

We find that later the ark is stolen by 
the Philistines but it is a terror to them. 
They bring the ark before Dagon, the 
god of the Philistine, and next morning 
Dagon has falien on his face. They set 
Dagon back up and on the next morning 
he has fallen on his face again, with his 
arms broken off. A false god before the 
true instrument of power. 


3. ELIJAH’S MANTLE 

There is a man plowing named Elisha. 
When Eiijah comes by he strikes him 
with his mantle; he then begins to fol- 
low Elijah. We hear Elijah say to Elisha, 
“You may stay here but God has sent 
me to Bethel.” E.isha replys, “I must go 
too.” So he follows Elijah to Bethel, a 
type of justification. 

Again we hear Elijah say, “God has 
sent me to Jordan.” Elisha replys, “I 
must go also.” So they go to Jordan and 
as they near the water’s edge Elijah 
strikes it with his mantle and they both 
go across on dry land. Jordan is a type of 
sanctification. 

After they cross Jordan we _ hear 
Elijah ask E isha, “What will you have?” 
He replies, “I want a double portion of 
your spirit.” “You shall have it if you 
see me when the Lord takes me to heav- 
en.” We hear something coming from 
heaven but Elisha has his eye on Elijah. 
Elijah is taken to heaven and his mantle 
falls on Elisha, a type of the Holy Ghost. 
Then we see Elisha take the instrument 
of power and back to Jordan he goes. As 
he nears the water we hear him say, strik- 
ing the water, “Where is the God of 
Elijah?” We see the water roll back and 
Elisha go:ng across Jordan on dry land. 
We hear the sons of the prophets say. 
“The spirit of Elijah is resting on Elisha.” 


4. THE BAPTISM WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST 

We learn that while Christ was bless- 
ing His disciples at Bethany that He said, 
“Behold, I send the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued 
with power from on high.” Another 
promise, “Ye shall receive power that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” Did 
they receive power? Indeed they did! On 
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the day of Pentecost such a wonderful 
sermon was delivered until three thou- 
sand souls were saved. Many other simi- 
lar messages were delivered and miracles 
wrought. Best of all, Peter said, “The 
promise is unto you, and to your chil- 
dren, and to even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” Praise God! This lets 
us know that we can be endued with 
power as they were and be real instru- 
ments of power, even in this very day, 
to win the lost to God.

It was said of George Mueller, that 
pioneer giant in the realm of faith, that 
he was pre-eminently a man of one. book 
and that book was the Bible.

The Need of the Times 

Every age has its special problems, dif- 
ficulties, and possibilities. To be able to 
meet them and make the best of every 
situation is the task of all. The Church 
of God today has many problems and her 
difficulties are not a few, but she has 
limitless possibilities. For her, at this time 
we pray: 

1. That she may understand God’s pro- 
gram for the time. Moses and the chil- 
dren of Israel had a definite program for 
their day; it was given from heaven and 
to them was very sacred. The judges, 
prophets and kings of Israel all were in- 
structed as truly in that which related 
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to the period in which they lived. When 
Jesus came preaching throughout Judea 
another new era dawned. The peo- 
ple had never seen it on this wise. But 
even His wonderful ministry was most- 
iy confined to one little country. How 
different in every respect is our program 
from all these. That full message of Je- 
sus, which since Pentecost is preached to 
all nations, is our program.

Jesus might come any 
day or night so far as I know. It will 
pay to get ready and keep ready. 

5. That a host of unselfish, Christlike 
men, with holy anointing upon them, 
shall rise up to carry her banners for- 
ward; men who are willing to sacrifice 
and suffer to see th.z truth advanced and 
the Church planted on new territory. It 
isn’t numbers always that counts, but 
quality. God once gave the victory to 
three hundred that He could not give to 
thirty-two thousand (Judges 7:3). How 
easy for God to work when all the chan- 
nels are open to Him and His conditions 
met. 

6. And last, but not least, God give 
us a new vision of Thyself. It is this that 
will put new life and energy in the 
Church and all its activities. It is this 
that makes everything permanent, God. 
He is the creator of the universe, He up- 
holds all things by the word of His 
power. He created us and we live unto 
Him. We are to meet Him out at the 
end of the way. Let us live for Him now. 
In every thought, word and deed we may 
please Him and have His approval.

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NEWS FROM CHINA 
January 1, 1938. 

Brethren, with a grateful heart to God 
and you do I write this few lines in 
hopes that they will reach you. Truly, 
we have much to thank God for. The 
day before Christmas the battle was go- 
ing on to the north of us. The planes 
did fly and drop and we did hear the 
roar of the guns. The people did run 
like mad, yet we did ring the church 
bell for prayer, pleading that we have a 
quiet and blessed Christmas, and God 
did answer. Early in the morning some 
came for more than a day’s journey and 
some did walk in the dark. of night, yet 
none had any fear. One dear old sister 
told us that every step was a prayer; 
others came singing; not one single plane 
was in sight. 

Our program was good, old and young 
taking part. The Word came with power 
and blessing. For the meal we had 218, 
that is a feast we have once a year and 
it costs about $6.00. After the meal we 
took a snapshot and it is my hope that 
it turns out well, for that is the first we 
have ever taken as ‘The Church of 
God,” and we hope to send it to you as 
soon as we can. Now we have no trains, 
yet the mail is taken care of. After meal 
we went to the mountain for prayer. 
What a blessing we received, the power 
fell, it was real glory to hear them all 
singing and praising God and_ pleading 
for the blessing of His Church. As we 
walked back to the mission we were met 
by seven people—three men and four 
sisters—and they came to plead that we 
open a work at their town, Wang-sun, 
which is two hours’ fast walking from 
us. We took them to the church and they 
shared in the blessing of God. 

At the evening service many strangers 
came. I was led to make an altar call and 
to my joy twelve came forward. As I 
stepped down to give them my hand the 
power began to fall and praise went up 
to God. One man said the power of God 
is greater than all the powers of earth 
and hell combined, which can not shat- 
ter or weaken one single promise of our 
precious Book, neither can feeble men and 
devils united overthrow the Bible’s 
omnipotent influence. For thirty years he 
was a smoker of opium, he tried in many 
ways to get free but all in vain. Three 
years ago at Christmas he came to the 
Church of God to see the beautiful Stan 
of Bethlehem. He heard the way His on- 
ly Son came into the world to save sin- 
ners. It gripped his heart of sorrow and 


he made his way to the altar in th old 
church. He found deliverance andcom- 
fort, he sealed his faith and lives 4 the 
sweetness of the life-giving Word.

The second student speaker is Wesley 
Wilson of Chariotte, N. C., his subject 
is, “Satisfaction.” “One reason why we 
do not see the power of God demonstrated 
in healing and otherwise is because Chris- 
tians today seem to be too well satisfied 
with their present state of spirituality, 
seemingly not caring to consecrate to the 
extent necessary to bring God’s presence 
in a greater way into their lives. I do not 
believe God: is satisfied with such. I 
think He would smile upon us more if we 
would become concerned about our 
spiritual lethargy and do something about 
it.”” He continues to point out the need 
of more spirituality among God’s people. 

The third student speaker is Brother 
John Moore of Texas. He reads for a 
scripture lesson the parable of the sower 
found in the thirteenth chapter of Mat- 
thew. He expresses desire to do something 
for God and to bear fruit pleasing unto 
God. 

The male quartet follows this speaker 
singing, “Delivered From the Hands of 
Pharaoh,” after which Ruth Baldree play- 
ing the piano accordion and George 
Barker playing the guitar render a musi- 
cal number, “In the Sweet By-and-By.” 

The fourth speaker is Mary Lee Sowell 
of F'orida, her subject is “Bearing the 
Cross Daily.” Text, John 4:7. She di- 
vides the word “cross” into five differ- 
ent parts. The first part or letter “‘c” rep- 
resents consecration which all Christians 
should heed because thereby our spiritual 
status is determined. The second part or 

“r” represents reverence. She 
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points out the necessity of reverencing the 
house of God at all times and services of 
worship in every phase in order that 
God may be pleased. The third part or 
letter “‘o” represents obedience, which is 
essential to the faith life of a Christian. 
The fourth part or letter “‘s” represents 
service. She indicates the fact that thou- 
sands have died in service for Christ, sac- 
rificing even their lives for the gospel. 
The fifth part or letter “s” represents 
suffering, one of the imporiant factors 
in service for Christ. Touchingly she de- 
scribes scenes of Christian suffering in 
the past and tells us that Christ’ takes 
notice of one’s suffering and accounts it 
favorably to our record. 

At the conclusion of this speech the 
song is sung as a duet, “Take Up Thy 
Cross and Follow Me,” after which the 
musicians render a musical number en- 
titled, ““The Firing Line.” 

The service is concluded with the song, 
“The Cross He Meekly Bore,” and bene- 
diction by Brother Franklin. This has 
been a very good service.—Geo.

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Some Good Things the Lord is 
Doing for Us in S. Carolina 


“The Lord hath done great things fot 
us whereof we are glad.” 

It seems good to us and the Holy 
Ghost to give the world a report through 
the Evangel of the work that is being 
done in South Carolina. In October, No- 
vember, and December of 1937, our min- 
isters visited 4,368 homes and preached 
1,846 sermons; there were 1,130 saved, 
§62 sanctified, 398 filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and 371 added to the Church. 

According to reports received, so far 
as I know ncw, and I think I have a 
pretty good check on it, we have paid 
practically all of our aged ministers’ fund 
(ten cents per member). 

Finances 

In spite of the recession in the business 
world, our pastors have stayed with their 
churches, God has cared for them graci- 
ously, and they have been abie (with a 
very few exceptions) to meet all of their 
payments on their church properties. Our 
General Overseer tells me that we have a 
better financial record for the last 
quarter of 1937 than the state had for 
the same period in 1936, for which we 
are thankful. 

Buildings 

Since the Assembly we have built a 
nice tabernacle in Great Falls and one in 
Lancaster. We now have a nice church 
going up in Lockhart and one in Che- 
raw; both of these buildings are framed 
at this writing. In Woodruif, we have 
a very nice building 38x56 with five Sun- 
day School rooms in the basement. It 
will soon be ready to move into. In 
Charleston, whe largest city in the state, 
our peop.e have purchased a large church 
45x90 feet, brick, on the corner of King 
and Sumter Streets. King Street is the 
main street of the city and Sumter is 
about eight blocks from the business sec- 
tion. “God is with us, who can be 
against us?” 

Building Plans 

Almost all of our churches are full and 
running over. Greenwood is planning to 
build a nice brick church that will cost 
approximately $6,000. Whitmire, where 
our people are worshipping in the city 
hall, have their lot paid for znd are 
planning a new building soon. Tucapau 
is planning on a new building; our peo- 
ple are worshiping in a home there. 
Spartanburg is planning to enlarge and 
build Sunday School rooms. York is plan- 
ning and have arrangements made to 
finish their new church which was 
started last year. Rock Hill is going to 

- build a new brick church soon. Ander- 
son will be remodeling and enlarging their 
church when you read this. According 
to the plan now being made, they will 
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completely hide the old church with new 

brick and ceiling at a cost of approxi- 

mate.y $4,000. Greenville No. 1 is mak- 

ing plans to put an $8,000 addition to 

their church, which will make it seat ap- 

proximately 2,000 people when finished.

We have had six of our district con- 
ventions already and we have four more, 
one each week. All of the conventions 
have been well attended and the best of 
music and singing that can be afforded 
have drawn such crowds that at times 
our preachers hardly had room enough 
co preach.

These South Carolina preachers are as 
loyal as any set of preachers I have ever 
seen.
